Coach Glenn Stanley will pit 
a Morgan County high school 
team with a 161-pound line and 
a 154-pound backfield against 
Louisa Friday night at Louisa to 
open the 1954 grid season 

Morgan County’s grid team Is 
not only lighter than last year's 
but It is less experienced and has 
lost all but eight veteran players. 

Graduation cut deep Into the 
Morgan County squad of last 
year. Three star players were 
graduated In May—Albert Wingo, 
235-pound all-conference tackle; 
Dale Dehart, all-conference back, 
and George Fannin, 185-pound 
end. Wingo Is a member of the 
University of Kentucky f r o s h 
team, and Dehart is in the armed 
forces. 

The eight veterans back this 
vear are Richie Stacy, halfback; 
Glenn L.vkins, fullback; Dale Ad¬ 
ams, center; Lee Wayne Lyklns, 
Kenneth Hamilton and Ernest 
Burton, ends; Randolph Potter, 
guard, and L. D. Hutchinson, 
tackle. 

Wingo is being succeeded at 
tackle by 175-pound Bob Hutch¬ 
inson. Glenn Lykins, 175-pound 
halfback, has been shifted to full¬ 
back to succeed the stellar Dale 
Dehart, and 145-pound Kenneth 
Hamilton is taking George Fan¬ 
nin's place at end. 

A total of 33 boys have re¬ 
ported for practice, but many of 
them reported late and have only 
five or six days of practice be¬ 
hind them. The rush tobacco¬ 
cutting season kept many farm 
boys away from early practice.

Dil¬ 
lard Murphy, chairman, and Ber¬ 
lyn Brown, soil scientist of the 
Morgan County Soil Conserva¬ 
tion District, conducted the meet¬ 
ing. 

The new Watershed Protection 
and Flood Prevention act is de¬ 
signed to promote closer cooper¬ 
ation between federal, state and 
local interests in developing flood 
control programs on small wa¬ 
tersheds and conservation of the 
cropland and soils along such 
wa'ersheds. 

The Red River watershed proj¬ 
ect in Wolfe county was one of 
65 pilot projects started by the 
government last year to test the 
feasibiliy of the program.

The new dog control law in 
Kentucky reedr as follows— 

"KRS 258 135 that: On or be¬ 
fore July l. 1954 and on or be¬ 
fore July 1 each year thereafter, 
the owner of any dog si* months 
old or over shall apply to the 
dog warden of the cdunty in 
which he resides for a license for 
each dog owned or kept by him. 
The dog owner failing to comply 
with this section of the law may 
be fined in any sum of not less 
than $5.00 or more than $100.00 
or imprisoned not less than five 
nor more than 60 days or both.’ 

KRS 258.015 provides that: On 
or before the first day of July, 
1954 and each year thereafter, 
every owner shall have his dog 
vacillated against rabies." This 
has to be done by a veterinarian. 

The dog owner failing to com¬ 
ply with this section is subject to 
a fine ot not less than $ 10.00 nor 
more than $100.00 and each day 
of violation shall constitute a 
separate offense.

It required a build-up of 
4,500 pounds of pressure to hv- 
drofrax the sands, but the result 
was good and the well was re¬ 
ported to be pumping 8 barrels 
of oil an hour Sunday. 

Elco owns a 600-acre lease in 
the area. The Phillips farm is 75 
acres. Drilling contractors are 
Dr. Adam Stacy and Donald Goe 
of Pineville. Dr. Stacy owns one- 
fourth interest in the lease. 

Elco moved the drilling rig to 
a new location 400 fee? away 
Monday and have commenced 
drilling their fifth well. Mr. 
Puckett said the company plans 
to drill seven more wells on the 
600-acre lease. 

Elco’s first three wells on the 
lease are producing a total of 20 
barrels a day. 

The new well, about a half
